New Oki.k.vns, March 14.— The trial 
of nine Cicilians for the assassination of

high water, the signal ofiice puts forth 
the following bulletin: 

The river at Cairo stands forty-four 
feet and seven tenths above low watsr. 
It Ih assumed that the rises from tha 
Ohio. Cumberland, and Tennessee rivers 
will cause the statw at Cairo to approx- 
imate foriy-seven fe< t by March 1«. The 
long continued high stage at Cairo 
makes it certain that a large amotmt of 
water has passed into the St. Frauds 
basin. 

If n i more than the average rainfall 
occurs during the ne it thirty days the 
orest of the present high water from 
Memphis to Vicksburg will oc cur with- 
in a wt-ek. rca bing from present pros- 
per ts about forty-four feet at Helena 
and forty-seven five-tttuths feet at 'Vicks- 
burir. I nless the rainfalls for the com- 
ing thirtv dayd are excessive in the 
drainage basin above MemphlB. it is cer- 
tain that succeeding high waters will 
not e ceed those above name j, in viaw 
of the prei-ei.t g eat rata of discharge of 
the Hiver at Helena. 

While the late heavy rains in the 
drainage basin of the central Missis- 
sippi hisve catued rapid rises, yet the 
outlook ta favorable unless, as has been 
stated before, these excessive rains 
should continue for ajnolonged period. 
The rainfall in the Missisf'ii^ drainage 
baain for at least the next four days 
will be eonsiderabl y below th e average. 

RAILROAD ARBIT RATORS.
